It took him flight weeks 
to get a.11 the details from the. nar- 
rator, in the course of! which time the 
Ind'an sang nearly 350 Indian pones 
into a, phonograph. This story with 
other data will shortly be nuolishi-u 
Mr. Redin lias made similar stuJies 
of the Chippewa Indians in Wisconsin 
and Canada.
